At a recent m eeting of tlie Oerman 
Society of Public Hy giene, 
Mey er 
describes the sy stem employ ed 
in 
H am burg for tlie cremation of gar­ 
bage. 
It applies to the central part 
of the city , occupied by about half 
the population. 
T he works consist 
of 3G furnaces. 
T he material to be 
burned is delivered in sealed m etal­ 
lic receptacles. 
Combustion is pro­ 
moted by forcing warjip dry air into 
the furnaces. 
Tins is found to be 
superior to the English practice of 
employ ing steam. 
Except for kind­ 
ling purposes no adventitious fuel is 
required; the combustion is 
com­ 
plete. 
The heat generated is turned 
to account in operating dy namo-elec­ 
tric machines for illum inating and 
other purposes.
